Good Will seems to be about the 
most prevalent sentiment in Sierra j 
Madre nowadays. For some time j 
past it has been showing in a vari¬ 
ety of ways. It has been in evidence 
in the spirit of co-operation devel¬ 
oped between organizations and in¬ 
dividuals, some of which were re- ; 
cently thought impossible of contact j 
without fireworks resulting. 

“How do you get that way ? Your 1 
imagination is too flighty. Every¬ 
body in Sierra Madre has a knife out j 
for nearly everybody else,” says 
some one. That is merely a distorted 
view resulting from the speaker’s 
spirit or from listening to an occa¬ 
sional chronic kicker. Quite the re- 1 
verse is the community spirit. 

Fame Spreads 

Sierra Madre has achieved no lit¬ 
tle fame from the Proclamation of 
Good Will and Congratulations ex¬ 
tended through the Sierra Madre 
News to Mr. S. R. Norris when he 
opened his new store. Letters from 
as far away as New York commend 
the spirit of a town where merchants 
show such an attitude toward their 
fellow business men, even their com¬ 
petitors. Hundreds of citizens of 
Sierra Madre were caused to com¬ 
ment on and applaud the splendid 
spirit shown. 

Last week the Christmas parade, 
originated by Miss Eleanor M. Tuck¬ 
er and carried out by the Chamber 
of Commerce, did much to foster the 
same spirit. Citizens came down 
town and visited stores they had 
never entered before. They found 
merchants who were not eternally 
out for all they could get regardless 
of the other fellow. They found a 
spirit of co-operation among the 
merchants and of service to the pub¬ 
lic. 

It was freely predicted the Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce and the Civic As¬ 
sociation would never be on speaking 
terms. On the contrary, they are 
finding a basis of co-operation on 
some things of community interest 
and of equitable distribution of other 
tasks which do not require all the 
efforts of both. And both recipro¬ 
cate in a similar way wtih the Wom¬ 
an’s Club. 

The town cannot be brought to 
perfection in a month or a year. But 
the time will be greatly shortened by 
such a spirit as has been developing 
recently. It is not necessary to go 
around inanely applauding every¬ 
thing that everybody does any time, 
anywhere. Constructive suggestion, 
helpful criticism are always in or¬ 
der. But crabbing gets nowhere. 
Finally, to repeat a motto which once 
hung in a certain high class news¬ 
paper sanctum: “Blessed is the man 
that taketh HIMSELF seriously, for 
he shall cause much amusement.” 


The wind storm which raged from 
Thursday until Tuesday set some¬ 
thing of a record for duration and 
severity in Sierra Madre. Other sec¬ 
tions of Southern California suf¬ 
fered even more than did this im¬ 
mediate vicinity. 

The dryness of the ground re¬ 
sulted in a great real estate move¬ 
ment. Housewives were convinced 
the movement was all from the out¬ 
doors to the inside. The fact that 
the ground was dry and hard, how¬ 
ever, prevented the uprooting of 
trees in as great numbers as has 
occurred when rain and wind came 
together. 

Thousands of dollars damage was 
done the fruit, in the knocking of 
fruit from the trees and scarring 
and bruising what was left. Citrus 
trees and avocadoes suffered partic¬ 
ularly in this storm. 

Fire Alarm Down 

The city fire alarm tower, sur¬ 
mounted by the big motor-driven 
siren, was blown down Saturday 
night. The heavy machine penetrated 
the roof of the Firemen’s Club like 
a cannon ball. As a result the only 
alarm available at present for fires 
and curfew is the siren on the fire 
truck. 

Other damage consisted principal¬ 
ly in the overturning or collapse of 
small buildings and the tearing of 
paper roofing. The littering of the 
streets and yards with tree branches 
and leaves will require some time 
to clean up, although Street Super¬ 
intendent Udell has made splendid 
progress in making the streets pre¬ 
sentable again.

The lack of representation in gov¬ 
ernment which met Mr. Goodcell’s 
keenest contempt is that of so-called 
good citizens who do not take the 
trouble to vote. When only 30 per 
cent of the registered voters turn 
out at a primary election and the 
successful candidate receives only 
about 10 per cent of the total regis¬ 
tration at the final election there is 
something radically wrong. The 
downfall of the democracies of the 
past resulted from diminishing inter¬ 
est on the part of the public. That 
is the greatest danger of America, 
in the opinion of Mr. Goodcell.

sion and advisor of Sierra 
during consideration an adoption of 
the present zoning ordinance, has re¬ 
cently written a series of articles on 
zoning for the Times. The last of 
the series deals with matters which 
many people have felt was the weak¬ 
est spot in zoning legislation. Mr. 
Whitnall here shows how the objec¬ 
tion can be met and such legislation 
logically defended in court. The ar¬ 
ticle is as follows: 

It sometimes happens, in the 
process of zoning, that a certain 
area is logically placed in a cer¬ 
tain zone, notwithstanding the fact 
that there may exist within it a 
certain use prohibited by the zone. 
Such cases are spoken of as non- 
conforming uses. Where such ex¬ 
ists, it has sometimes been claimed 
that to prevent others from estab¬ 
lishing the same use it is a dis¬ 
crimination and therefore that act 
that attempts to do this is void. 
That is not the case. 

This point can best he illustrated 
by a theoretical case in a type of 
prevention long employed and firm¬ 
ly established, namely, fire dis¬ 
tricts. A person may assume a 
condition on a given street where 
a sudden development occurs that 
results in a rapid increase in prop¬ 
erty values and fire hazard condi¬ 
tions rapidly approach a point where 
the protection of a fire district is 
obviously needed. You may assume 
that of three adjoining lots on such 
a street the two end lots are im¬ 
proved with inflammable frame 
buildings; the owner of the middle lot 
applies to improve with a similar 
type of structure to those adjoining 
him on each side. 

In the meantime the city creates 
a fire district that compels a more 
extensive type of construction in 
keeping with the necessity of reduc¬ 
ing fire risk. To employ the pro-
